Orange Grove, June 2: 


"Johannesburg is, quiet. The people are 


surrendering arme and ponies. Only three 
Boer guns were left in the fort. The 
Queenslanders captured, May 30, a creu- 
sot, with 11 wagons of stores and am- 
munition. Commandant Botha of Zout- 
pansberg, his field cornet and 100 prison- 
ers were taken in the fighting around 
Johannesburg, some belonging to the for- 
eign contingents and the Irish brigade. 
The Thirteenth yeomanry were attacked, 
May 29, between Kronnstad and Undley. 
There were some casualties." 


There is no direct news from Pretoria 


of later date than Thursday evening. 
General French's cavalry were then at 
Irene, eight males south of Pretoria, and 
firing was heard there. Lord Roberts' 
messages about the secondary operations 
elsewhere and the situation >at Johan- 
nesburg, dated at Orange Grove, a farm 
four miles northeast of Johannesburg, 
show that on Saturday, at 9:10 p. m. he 
was 25 miles from Pretoria. 


The correspondents with Loird Roberts 


have not got through a line about the 
operations after the occupation of Jo- 
hannesburg. Official messages continue 
to come through; but press telegrams 
are held up, probably to avoid their giv- 
ing even a hint as to what may be the 
pending operations. From the other 
side there filters through LoureRizo 
Marquez a mass of statements, some 
contradictory and others obviously to- 
probable.

The revival of the Boer fighting power 
! east of Lord Roberts' advance, although 


fruitless, is a symiptaim that the Boers 
are not yet crushed. In General Run- 
die's attack on the entrenched Boers, 
seven miles east o? Senekal, May 29, the 
British did not see a Boer all day, so 
completely were they screened. The 
British infantry did not get within 1000 
yards of their riflemen. The 182 losses 
wired by Lord Roberts were suffered by 
the Grenadiiers and Scots guards while 
advancing over a level from which the 
grass had been burned. The Britishers 
in khaki were a conspicuous target 
against the black background. 


General P.undle withdrew his whole 


force at sundown to Senekal, having 
succeeded in drawing the Boers from 
Lindley, allowing the threatened force 
to get away safely. The Boers seat to 
the British for medical help, saying that 
Commandant De Villiers was seriously 
wounded.

Generosity and Clemency to be 


Shown Toward Filipi- 


nos Who Surrender 


" Havlla, June 4.—The United States 
transport Hancock arrived here Sunday 
with the members of the Philippine com- 
mission. At noon tho commissioners 
landed a.»-j diove to ihe palace. At tho 
palaei the commissioners were welcomed 
by General MacArthur in a short ad- 
dress. 
After Judge William H. Taft, 


president of the commit ion. had re- 
plied, the commissioners returned to the 
Hancock. 


Judge Taft, speaking in reply to a rep- 


resentative of the Associated Press re- 
garding the powers and future work of 
the commission, said: 


"We have full instructions and ex- 


tensive powers. The latter we shall not 
»xercise until we have had ample time 
to acquire sufficient knowledge of the 
situation to enable us to proceed to en- 
act legislative changes and reforms, pre- 
liminary to the establishment of a stable, 
civil government. Until we assume au- 
thority. General MacArthur will con- 
tinue to perform the duties and axerciae 
the powers formerly performed and ex- 
ercised by General Otis, and, even after 
•we take active and full part in the gov- 
ernment, General MacArthur will con- 
tinue as the executive head until, upon 
our recommendation to President Mc- 
Kinley, it shall seem to the president 
that the time has arrived for the ap- 
pointment of a civil executive and for 
making the military forces merely 
auxiliary in carrying on the civil gov- 
ernment, to be available only In cases of 
emergency for the suppression of law- 
less violence too formidable to ba over- 
come by the regularly organized police. 


"We are aware that there are several 


issues of deep interest to the Filipinos 
upon v.-hich it is our duty to take action. 
Some of these involve judicial investiga- 
tion ari^,. decisions upon legal rights. 
Others call for the careful exercise of 
political power in order to secure equita- 
ble adj.is'tp.-snts 
Upon the latter class 


of issues w? cannot now speak. 


"Representing the sovereignty of the 


United States in the Philippines, which 
It is the purpose of our government to 
maintain, we are here to do justice to the 
Filipinos and to secure for them the best 
government in our power and such a 
measure of popular control as is consist- 
ent with the stability and security of law, 
order and property. We are civil officers, 
men of peace. The field of our work is 
necessarily confined to regions where the 
armed enemy have ceased operations. 
We cannot deal with armed men. Gen- 
eral MacArthur and the army will do 
that 


"When those now in arms have laid 


them down, relying, as they certainly 
can, upon the justice, generosity and 
clemency of the United States, we shall 
give them all a full hearing upon the 
policy to be pursued and forms to be 
Initiated. We propose to inaugurate as 
comprehensive a school system through- 
out the islands as circumstances will al- 
low. I am surprised that Manila has not 
received news regarding the Spooner bill, 
a measure calculated to help us greatly 
In our work here."

Bombay. June 4.—After 
traveling 


through the moat sorely smitten por- 
tions of the BonYbay presidency, Louis 
Klopsch of New York, publisher of The 
Christian Herald, makes the following 
statement regarding his observations:

"At Godhra there were SOOO death* 


from cholera within four days and at 
Dohad 2500 in the same period. Tha | 
hospital death rate at Godhra and Dohad 
was 90 percent. 


"The condition of the stricken simply 


beggars description. Air and water 
were impregnated with an Intolerable 
stench of corpses. At Alunodabad the 
death rate in the poorhouse was 10 per- 
cent. Every day I saw new patients ' 
placed face to face with corpses. In

FILIPINO OFFICER BROUGHT DOWN. 


Indications That It Was Either Aguinaldo or 


His Right-Hand Man. 


Vigan, Luzon, June 4.—Major March, 


with his 
detachment of the Thirty- 


third regiment, overtook what is be- 
lieved to have been Aguinaldo's party 
on May 19 at Lagat, about 100 milea 
northeast of Vigan. The Americans 
killed or wounded an officer, supposed 10 
be Aguinaldo, whose body was removed 
by his followers. 


Aguinaldo had 100 men, Major March 


125. 
The American commander reached 


Laboagan, where Aguinaldo had made 
his headquarters since March 6, on May 
7. Aguinaldo had fled seven hours' be- 
fore, leaving all the beaten trails and 
traveling through the forest along fh« 
beds of streams. Toward evening1, May 
19, Major March struck Aguinaldo'a 
outpost about a mile outside of Lagat, 
killing four Filipinos and capturing two. 
From the latter he learned that Aguin- 
aldo .had camped there for the night. 
Although exhausted and half 
starved 


Major March's men entered Lagat OB 
the run. They saw the Insurgents scat- 
tering Into the bushes or over the pla- 
teau. A thousand yards beyond th« 
town, on the'mountain side, the figures 
Of 25 Filipinos, dressed In whit*, with 
their leader on a gray horse, were sll- 
houtted against the sunset. The Ameri- 
cans fired a volley and saw the office* 
drop from his horse. , His followers fled', 
Carrying the body. 


The Americana, on reaching1 the spot, 


caught the horse, which was richly 
•saddled. Blood from a badly wounded 
man was on the animal and on th« 
ground. The saddle bags contained 
Aguinaldo's diary and some private 
'papers. Including proclamations. One 
of these was addressed: "To the civil- 
ized nations." It protested against the 
"American occupation, of the Philippines. 
There were also found copies of Senatof 
Bevertdige's speech, translated 
into 


Spanish and entitled, "The death knell 
of- the Filipino people." 


Major March, believing that the Fili- 


pinos had taken to a river which is a 


. tributary to the Chico, followed it for 


two days, reaching Tlao, where he 
learned that a party of Filipinci had 
descended the river May 20 on a raft 
with the body of a dead or wounded man 
upon a litter, covered with palm leaves. 


There Major March reviewed his com- 


mand, shoeless and exhausted, and 
picked out 24 of the freshest men, with 
whom he beat the surrounding country 
for six days longer, but without finding 
mny trace of the insurgents. The Ameri- 
cans pushed on and arrived at Aparri 
May 29. 


The officer shot was either Aguinaldo 


Or his adjutant; and as the horse wa» 
richly caparisoned It is a fair presump- 
tion that it was Aguinaldo. 


Innocent Lad Fatally Shot. 


St. Louis, June 4.—A riot of small pro- 


portions, during the progress of which 
a boy was fatally shot, and a dynamite 
explosion occurred Sunday. As a car 
was passing the corner of Twelfth and. 
Calhoun streets a crowd of strike sym- 
pathrzsrs began throwing stones at it. 
An unkaoun man fired a revolver from 
the car. The bullet sped over tlj.e heads 
Of the mob and lodged in the breast of 
Peter Frank, aged 16, who was sitting 
in the doorway of his father's house. A 
detachment of police dispersed the riot- 
ers. An explosion of dynamite shat- 
tered the cable conduit and switches in 
the Olive street line at the intersection 
of Maryland an-d Boyle avenue®. No 
one was injured. 


Won't Leave Cuba Just Yet. 


Havana, June 
4.—Rumors having 


reached the authorities that Mr. Rath- 
bone ir t -nded to leave Cuba, he was noti- 
fied that his presence was absolutely re- 
quired in Havana, until the Investigation 
Into the postal aSairs had been com- 
pleted. The postal officials now in charge 
state that there are most cogent reasons 
why Mr. Rathbone should remain In 
Cuba, even if they were compelled to re- 
port to force to keep him here. • 


Rioters Making Serious Trouble. 


Chalon-Sur-Saone, France, June 4.— 


The strike here has reached a critical | 
stage and the oity resembles the be- j 
sieged, so thickly is it studded with I 
soldiers. The trouble began Saturday j 
afternoon, the strikers throwing sticks I 
and stones at the police. When nigh1 
came the street lamps were extinguished, ! 
and missiles of all sorts were thrown at j 
the cavalry and police, who fired, kill- , 
ing one of the rioters and wounding 20, | 
some of them seriously. Fifteen police r 
and two cavalrymen were injured. Re- ' 
inforcements quelled the disorders, but j 
the trouble is not yet considered ended. 


,0ld Choir Master Dead. 


Ansonia, Conn., June 4.—William W. 


Joy, aged 60, choir master at the Ansonia 
Congregational church for the past 20 
years, died suddenly from a ruptured 
blood vessel in the brain while assisting 
In the services Sunday morning. He had 
just concluded an anthem before the 
pastor was to begin hie sermon wfien he 
was stricken. He died within an hour 
without recovering consciousness.

A CREDITABLE RECORD 
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First Session of the Fifty-Sixth 


Congress Has Been a 


Fruitful One 


Washington, June «.—The first session 


of the Fifty-sixth congress Will adjourn 
this week. In work actually accom- 
plished an,d started toward accomplish- 
ment the record of the present session 
stands wejl in comparison with the most 
energetic congresses. 
' 


Our new territorial possessions have 


received much attention, and while there 
has been no definite action as to tha 
Philippines or Cuba a form of govern- 
ment and a means of raising revenue 
has been provided for Porto Hioo and a 
comprehensive territorial form of gov- 
ernment has been given to Hawaii. Tha 
flnncial 
act 
has 
made important 


changes in the laws relating to the 
parity of the metals, the bonded Indebt- 
edness, national banks ana1 the se- 
curity of the treasury by a gold reserve. 
The Nicaragua canal bill has passed th» 
house and is on the calendar of the sen- 
ate.ready for attention when congress re- 
convenes. The anti-trust bill is sim- 
ilarly advanced; the anti-trust constitu- 
tional amendment has a defeat recorded 
against it. The Pacific cable measure haa 
passed the senate and is awaiting final 
action In tae house. The exclusion of Mr. 
Roberts from a seat In the house because 
of his polygamous status, the refusal of 
the senate to admit Mr. Quay on the ap- 
pointment of the governor of Pennsyl- 
vania and the sensational charges. In- 
vestigation and developments in the sen- 
ate in the case of Mr. Clark of Montana, 
have added some exciting personal 
phases to the session. 


Investigation has been prolific, In- 


cluding the inquiry Intno the Couer 
d'Alene mining riots in Idaho, the va- 
rious inquiries on polygamy growing out 
of the Roberts case, and more recently 
the Investigation of the postal and other 
irregularities in Cuba. 


The total of appropriations cannot yet 


be stated with exactness, as five bills 
are pending, but it is approximately $700,- 
000,000 for the session. 


The senate In executive session has 


been occupied to a considerable extent 
with Important treaties. Of these the 
with important treaties. Of these the 
treaties with Great Britain and Germany 
closing the tri-partite government Jn 
Samoa and awarding to the United States 
the Island of Tutuila, with its valuable 
harbor of Pago-Pago, has been ratified, 
while the commercial reciprocity trea- 
ties with France and the British West 
Indian Islands and the Hay-Paunoefots 
treaty concerning the interoceanic canal 
go over without action. 


Of the 
legislation actually accom- 


plished and new on the statute books, 
the financial act i£ regarded as the chief 
achievement of the year. The note- 
worthy feature of the debate on this 
measure in the house was that party 
lines were broken to some extent, a 
number of Democratic members from the 
eastern and Ns\v England states join-- 
ing with the majority In passing it. In 
the senate, also, party lines were not en- 
tirely regarded, Senators Lindsay and 
Caffrey voting for the measure and Mr. 
Chandler against It. 


Next In importance In the accom- 


plished work of the session is the act "to 
provide a government for the territory 
of Hawaii." The debates on it in the 
senate and house aroused little division 
save on matters of detail. 


The Philippines and Cuba have oc- 


cupied much attention in the way of 
debate and the adoption of resolutions 
of inquiry. The Spooner bill formed the 
basis of the senatorial debate on tha 
Philippines, but was fruitless of action. 
The only legislation as to Cuba Isof^i 
comparatively minor character, relating 
to Cuban shipping. 


The extradition bill, applying to all 


Insular possessions and dependencies, 
has passed both houses and doubtless 
will become a law. It is designed mainly 
to reach cases like that of Charles F. W. 
Neely. 


The Nioaraguan canal bill and the 


shipping subsidy bill are notable in- 
stances of legislation partly advanced 
during the present session, but not en- 
acted into law. The canal bil! has passed 
the house and has been made the special 
order in the senate beginning Dec. 10 
next. The shipping bill is on the calendar 
of each house with favorable recom- 
mendation from a majority members&lp 
of the senataand house committees. 


Anti-trust legislation has come prom- 


inently into attention in the house at the 
close of the session, the house having 
passed a new anti-trust bill and de- 
feated' a constitutional amendment. 


The senate has passed a bill for a cable 


to the Philippines and beyond, to be con- 
structed and maintained under govern- 
ment control, but no action has been 
taken on it in the house. The restriction 
of oleomargarine has been productive of 
considerable agitation, mainly in com- 
mittee, and a radicaj restrictive bill haa 
fceen reported in the house. 


The general pension laws have beew 


materially changed by the present con- 
gress largely as a result of tho efforts 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, 


Considerable general legislation is car- 


ried on appropriation bills. 


The Alaska code bill, giving a complete 


elvll system of laws to the territory, has 
passed both houses and undoubtedly will 
become a law. Other measures which 
have passed one house or the other, but 
are still pending, Include those for the 
election of senators by the people, author- 
izing the president to appoint a commis- 
sion to study commercial conditions in 
China and Japan, for increasing the effi- 
ciency of the army by making service in 
the staff corps temporary, extending the 
eight-hour law, increasing the annual 
allowance to the militia of the country 
from J400.000 to $1,000.000. 


New York, June 4.— >fter a disappear- 


ance of nearly two months from this city, 
Charles A. Richardson of Worcester, 
Mass., a road builder, bank official and 
member of a big Boston corporation, has 
returned and is at the Hoffman House 
under the care of a physician and a pro- 
fessional nurse. He is suffering from 
nervous prostration and is unable to 
leave his room. 


After the police of this and many other 


cities In the state and several private 
detective agencies, stimulated by the 
offer of a large reward, had followed 
clew after clew to no purpose, Mr. Rich- 
ardson was finally ttacerl to Bulfalo, 
Where he had been under medical treat- 
ment. When the searching parties had 
reached Buffalo he had again disap- 
peared, but the trail led to Hamilton, 
Ont. 
There one of his business associates 


found him a few days ago, broken in 
health, and conducted him to this city. 
Mr. Richardson's physician Is hopeful 
that he will be able to leave the hotel 
some time this week. 


One theory of Mr. Richardson's disap- 


pearance was that he had gone to Porto 
Rioo, whsre he had some business inter- 
urts, but his father-in-law, Horace W. 
Wilson, was inclined to the opinion that 
he had feared to face a business crisis. 
Mr.Richardson had been persuaded to in- 
volve himself in a business deal which he 
finally convinced himself would be a fail- 
ore, but when he tried to wlthdraw.oth-ers 
Interested in the affair used pressure, In- 
timating that he had gone too far to back 
out. 


Christian Scientists' Convention. 


Boston, June 4.—Five separate com- 


munion services, attended by fully 10,000 
Christian Scientists, were held at the 
First Church of Christ, Sunday, mark- 
ing the opening: of the annual convention 
of that religious body. The services 
were identical in character. The exer- 
cises' opened \\ith a few moments of si- 
lent prayer, followed by the Lord's 
prayer, in which the who'e congregation 
joined as they knelt. Septemus Hanna 
read from "Science and Health." John 
W. Reeder then read the annual conv 
munlcation from Mrs. Eddy, who was 
unable to »ittend the gathering. This 
message wus read In full at all the 
•ervices throughout the day. 


Likely to Die From Fractured Skull. 


Boston, June 4.—Nothing has been 


learned that furnishes the slightest clue 
to the assailant of an unknown 16-year- 
old lad who was found lying in the 
bushes near the Brookline town line Sat- 
urday night suffering from a fractured 
skull. He has not regained conscious- 
ness and it Is the opinion that he will 
die without being able to tell the story 
of the assault. The condition of the boy's 
body Indicated that he had lain where 
found for a considerable time, and 
scratches on the side of his face would 
seems to indicate that he had been 
dragged from a distance. 


A Prosperous Mackerel Season. 


Gloucester, Mass., June 4.—Not for 


many years has the southern mackerel 
fishery been such a success. This season 
is now practically ended, and the mack- 
erel are working up on to the New Eng- 
land and Nova Scotia coasts. The 
schools are showing from No Man's Land 
to Nova Scotia,'and from Georges banks 
to the coast. The receipts of mackerel 
to date have been about 23,000 barrels, as 
against 3000 barrels in 1899, and this 
shows In a marked degree the conditions 
existing. 


Was Not Badly Hurt. 


Lawrence, Mass., June 4.—George Fer- 


ris, the Syrian, who was sent to the 
hospital with injuries thought to include 
a fractured skull, sustained' in a fight, 
has been discharged from the institution. 
He was not seriously hurt. Cornelius 
Connors, who, it is claimed, struck Fer- 
ris with a hammer, was held for assault 
in $1000 bail.

north occurs. In coal and iron mining 
and in the manufacture of iron there 
is competition, to be sure, but it will ' 
be found that in the manufacture of 
iron the more skilled workmen come 
nearer than others to the northern 
basis In wages. The sociological rea- 
sons for lower wages In the south, it 
seems to me, are the most powerful 
ones. These reasons relate to climate, 
food, clothing, fuel, shelter, etc. With 
the climate of the south the axpense 
for clothing, fuel and shelter is less 
than 
in 
the 
north. 
Economically 


speaking, therefore, wages can be low- 
er, with the same result, than in the

MEDALS FOR THE NAVY. 


Three 
Clanne* 
Fropo»ed — Honor, 


Courage »nd Service Medals. 


Representative Foss, acting chair- 


man of the house committee on naval 
affairs, recently introduced a bill di- 
recting the secretary of the navy to 
prepare a number of medals with 
clasps and ribbons, to be bestowed on 
officers and men in the navy and ma- 
rine corps for exceptional and meritori- 
ous service in the line ot duty, says the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Sun. The medals are to be di- 
vided into three classes, the first clasa 
to be known as the "honor medal," to 
be presented by the president in per- 
son or by his personal representative 
to officers and men who have displayed 
eminent and conspicuous conduct in 
battle or other dangerous public emer- 
gency. The second class is to be the 
"courage medal," to be presented by. 
the secretary of the navy or his repre- 
sentative for distinguished conduct in 
the presence of the enemy or extraor- 
dinary heroism at any time. The third 
class is the "service medal," for distin- 
guished service in time of war, to be 
presented by the secretary of the navy. 


The honor- medal is to be presented 


through a board of three to five officers 
for conduct deemed to require the 
highest type of courage and good Judg- 
ment and shall carry with it an in- 
crease in pay for officers above the 
rank of captain in the navy, 15 per 
cent; captain or commander, 10 per 
cent; below commander, 5 per cent; 
warrant, petty and noncommissioned 
officers, 10 per cent. All medals are to 
be worn on the left breast When en- 
titled to a second medal, the medal is 
to be replaced by a bronze bar, and 
each bar in lieu of an honor medal is to 
carry with It additional pay. The re- 
wards are to extend to cover deeds 
back to Feb. 14, 1898. 


Germany Honor* Stevennon In Sa- 


moa. 


Mr. J. G. Leigh, according to The 


Westminster Gazette, Is able to make 
an announcement that will be very 
welcome to all lovers of Stevenson. 
Mr. Leigh has had an Interview with 
Count von Bulow, who said: "Be so 
good as to tell Mrs. Stevenson that 
there is no spot in Samoa which will 
be more treasured by Germany than 
the grave of her noble and distinguish- 
ed husband.

It !s a great 
pleasure to me to have the assurance 
that Mrs. Stevenson has faith in our 
good intentions toward the people she 
and her noble husband loved so well 
I am sure that I speak for his majesty 
the emperor when I aay that the grave 
ou Taca shall ever be honored as would 
be tho resting place of one of Ger- 
many's most distinguished dead."

Wires on Street Rail- 


way Discovered 


MAN ARRESTED 
NEAR 
ALBANY 


Was Driving Load of Wire Believed to 


Have Been 
Taken from Here, 


Believed to Be the Work of 


New York State Gang 


The street railway company has for 


the last two years been greatly both- 
ered by the frequent thefts of the cop- 
per bond wires that connect the rails. 
Last year several thefts of this kind 
were discovered, which put the road to 
a good deal of inconvenience and ex- 
pense, but the thieves could not be 
located. 


The biggest raid of the kind in the 


history of the road, however, occurred 
last Thursday night, about 200 of the 
wires bem§ cut and stolen. The mat- 
ter was then put in the hands of the 
police, and last night word was re- 
ceived that a man had been arrested at 
Schodack Landing, N. Y., driving a 
load of copper wires believed to be the 
property stolen here. The man was 
held and Superintendent Nary and 
Deputy Sheriff Frink went there today 
to see if they could identify the prop- 
erty. 


It was about two years ago that the 


first theft of this kind occurred. Sev- 
eral times after that small numbers of 
the wires were stolen. 
These bond 


wires serve to carry the current from 
rail to rail, and while the road can be 
run without them, there is a great loss 
of power when they are missing. It 
therefore is a matter of some incon- 
venience to replace them. The wire is 
of large 
size, 
and 
valuable. 
The 


amoVint stolen last week would prob- 
ably bring about $60 when sold as junk, 
and will cost the company something 
lik|> $150 to replace, as each rail has to 
be bored mew for the replacing of the 
wires. 


Every effort was made at the time 


to discover who was responsible for 
these losses. For some weeks last year 
the tracks were patrolled, every night, 
but no one could be found at the work. 
All that was learned was that there 
were undoubtedly two men engagted in 
it, and that they used a team, as the 
wire is too heavy to carry off in large 
quantities without 
, 


Early last Friday morning it was dis- 


covered that the largest haul of all had 
been made. For about a quarter of a 
mile on the Williamstown line a. short 
distance this side of the Williamstown 
station, the tracks had been gone over 
during the night, and every wire taken. 
There were about 200 in all missing. 


A better job had been done this time 


than ever before. 
Formerly a crow 


bar had been used to force the wires 
off. 
This time long pliers were used 


and the wires cut neatly in every case. 


Chief Dinneen was at once notified, 


and recognized the job as in all prob- 
ability the work of a New York state 
gang which has been robbing roads in 
the vicinity of Albany and Troy in the 
same way. He therefore notified the 
police of Albany, Troy, Hoosick Falls, 
and all the nearby New York state 
cities and towns, as well as the officers 
of Pittsfleld, Bennington, and other 
places. It was in answer to his no- 
tices that word was received last night 
of the arrest at 
Schodack • Landing. 


Only one man was arrested, while a 
companion escaped. They were driving 
south from. Albany, which is about 12 
miles north of Schodack Landing, with 
a load of wire. 


If Superintendent Nary can identify 


the wire as that which was taken from 
the local road, requisition will be se- 
cured and the man brought back to 
stand trial. If it can be shown that 
the man arrested Is one of those who 
did the Job, it will be a great relief to 
the local company, as well as to street 
railway companies throughout 
this 


section, most of whom have suffered 
in the same way. 


Property Identified Thi» Afternoon 
C. Q. Richmond* president of the 


road, received a message from Super- 
intendent Nary at Schodack Landing 
• this afternoon, 
suyttng that he had 


identified the wire as that stolen from 
the local road. The man whowaseaught 
will therefore .probably be brought to 
this state under requisition for trlalt 
which will be held in Wllliamstown, 
where the theft was committed. The 
man gave his name ae Bartlett, but did 
not belong In Schodack Landing1. His 
companion, who escaped, la unknown.

THE DOCTORS' NEW RATES 


Great Interest in the Announcement 


Made Saturday 


Thenew rates of the local doctors, the 


Hnnouncement of which was contained 
in 
the Transcript Saturday, caused 


great Interest in the city. There was a 
good deal of surprise at the higher fees. 
and it is probable- that the doctors will 
bu kept busy explaining the ratu iit 
vhu-h they have been losing money in 
the past, when they meet their patients. 
The doctors, however, can point to the 
prevalent rates in other citits of the 
state, in nearly 'all ot which the utte 
for lees Is higher than has been the 
cas=e in this city. 


Inere has been some speculation as 


to whether the doctors will live up to 
the schedule any more closely than 
they did to the old schedule. Practic- 
ally the only important change in the 
new schedule is in the fee for day calls, 
which is raised from $1 to $1.50 a. call. 
The fee for office visits has always 
been by schedule $1, and is left at that 
figure. But very few people compara- 
cively Knew that there was such a 
rate, since most of the doctors have 
been charging only 50 or 75 cents for 
office visits, especially after the first 
visit from a patient. 


There has been some question on the 


part of tht public as to whether or not 
the new rates applied to Adams and 
Williamstown, where there are mem- 
bers of the association. A member of 
the committee said this afternoon that 
the new rates did not apply to those 
towns. 
The association members of 


Adams and Wllliamstown will prob- 
ably snake use 
of 
the "delinquent 


debtor" list and it is understood that 
the society contract work rule will ap- 
ply to Adams and Williamstown phy- 
sicians. Comparatively few of the Ad- 
ams and Wlilliamatown doctors are 
members of the society, however. In 
this city practically every regular al- 
lopathic physician who is practicing, is 
a member. 


The great question will come in re- 


gard to the doing of society contract 
work. A number of the local orders 
have contract 
physicians, 
and 
will 


hate to give it up. The society which 
has a contract physician pays him $1 
a year for each member, and any mem- 
ber who is ill receives treatment from 
the physician without more payment, 
no matter how long he requires at- 
tendance. 


Several members 
of the 
societies 


which employ physicians in this way 
were seen 
today, and while .icne of 


them knew what v.-ould be done, it \vas 
evident that they b^'iovcd that it wou'.d 
be quite possible to get local doctors 
to break over the rule, or if not, that 
they would secure some Adams or Wil- 
liamstown physician to do the work-

, Perhaps It ia not wtee to make any 
prophecy as to bow the steam locomo- 
tive will have developed by tbe year 
1805, and it is certainly best not to go 


i beyond tnat year, for if the present 


rate of growth be maintained it must 
goon result In some radical changes In 
design which cannot now be imagined, 
says William Foraytb in duster's Mag- 
azine for June. 


We may, however, make a natural 


extension of tne lines of growth of tbe 
past 40 years and consider briefly tbe 
maximum limits to which they win 
lead us to the year 1905. The freight 
engine only will be taken, as tbte class 
is already the largest, except in tbe 
diameter of driving wheels. Tbe cyBn- 
der volume of simple freight engines 
.would be 10 cubic feet and require a 
cylinder equal to 28 inches in diameter 
and 30 Inches stroke. Tbe boiler pres- 
sure would reach 250 pounds, which is 
not unlikely, and it is probable that hi 
tbe next five years It will be increased 
to 300 pounds. 


The grate area also will doubtless In- 


crease more rapidly in the next five 
years than it has since 1895. The prac- 
tice is growing of extending tbe fire 
box beyond the frame a moderate dis- 
tance as a compromise between the 
very wide Wootten boxes, 8 feet wide, 
and the narrow ones flush with frames, 
which are only 3% feet wide. It is like- 
ly that In the future fire boxes 5 and 
6 feet wide will be more generally 
used, and with these tbe grate area 
•will be from 40 te 80 square feet. 


The tractive power of freight engines 


would, in 1905, reach 70,000 pounds 
and reguire a weight on drivers of 280,- 
000 pounds, with a total engine weight 
of 811,000 pounds. With the Consolida- 
tion type the weight per wheel would 
then be 35,000 pounds, or two and a 
half times the old limits of 1880. 


The total heating surface of the boil- 


er would reach 4,000 square feet and 
call ior a very large boiler if the pres- 
ent arrangement of heating surface 
continued. It is quite probable that as 
possible limits of width, height and 
weight Are reached some change will 
be made in locomotive boilers so as to 
include some features of water tube 
boilers. In this way increased beating 
surface may be obtained without fur- 
ther increase in size and weight 
It 


may be also that automatic stokers will 
be successfully adapted to locomotive 
requirements, and when such changes 
occur the locomotive will present a dif- 
ferent appearance from that with 
which we have become familiar. 


Writing in tb$ June Century, NitoTa. 


!Tesla" makes an interesting prediction 
as to the transmission of electric power 
[without the use of wires: 


"While I have not as yet actually ef- 


fected a transmission of a considerable 


j amount of energy, such as would be of 


] Industrial importance, to a great dls- 


j tance by this new method, I have oper- 


ated several model plants under exact- 
ly the same conditions which will exist 
In a large plant of this kind, and the 
-practicability of the system Is thor- 
oughly demonstrated. The experiments 
{have shown conclusively that with two 
terminals maintained at an elevation of 
not more than 30,000 to 35,000 feet 
above sea level and with an electrical 
pressure of 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 
volts the energy of thousands of horse- 
power can be transmitted over dis- 
tances which may be hundreds and if 
necessary thousands of miles. I am 
hopeful, however, that I may be able 
to reduce very considerably the eleva- 
tion of the terminals now required, and 
with this object I am following up an 
idea which,promises such a realization. 
There is of course a popular prejudice 
agadnst using an electrical pressure of 
millions of volts, which may cause sparks 
to fly at distances of hundreds of feet; 
but, paradoxical as it may seem»the sys- 
tem, as I have described it In a tech- 
nical publication, offers greater person- 
al safety than most of the ordinary dis- 
tribution circuits now used in tbe cit- 
ies. This Is in a measure borne ont by 
the fact that although I have carried 
on such experiments for a number of 
years no injury has been sustained ei- 
ther by me or any of my assistants. 


"From that moment when it was ob- 


served that, contrary to the established 
opinion, low and easily accessible stra- 
ta of tbe atmosphere are capable of 
conducting electricity the transmission 
of electrical energy without wires bas 
become a rational task of tbe engineers 
and one surpassing all others in impor- 
tance. 
Its practical consummation 


would mean that energy would be 
available for the uses of man at any 
point of the globe, not in small 
amounts such as might be derived 
from the ambient medium by suitable 
machinery, but In quantities virtually 
unlimited from waterfalls. 
Export of 


power would then become the chief 
source of income for many happily sit- 
uated countries, as the United States, 
Canada, Central and South America, 
Switzerland and Sweden. Men could 
settle down everywhere, fertilize and 
Irrigate the soil with little effort, and 
thus the entire globe could be trans- 
formed and made a fitter abode for 
mankind. It Is highly probable that If 
there are intelligent beings on Mars 
they bave long ago realized this very 
idea, which would explain the changes 
on its surface noted by astronomers. 
Tbe atmosphere on that planet, being 
•t considerably smaller density than 
that of-the earth, would make tbe task 
Btnch more easy." 


Of the future of wireless telegraphy 


Tesla says: 


"Stationary waves in the earth mean 


something more than mere telegraphy 
without wlrfs to any distance. They 
will enable UB to attain many Impor- 
tant specific results Impossible other- 
wise. For Instance, by their use we 
may produce at will from a sending 
station, an electrical effect In any par- 
ticular region of tbe globe; we may 
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'determine the relative poeraon or 
coarse of a moving object, such as a 
vessel at sea, the dlataac* traversed 
by the same or its speed, or we may 
Bend over the earth a wave of electrici- 
ty traveling at an/ rate we deotre, 
from the pace of » turtle up to light- 
ning speed. 


"With these developments we hare 


every reason to anticipate that in a 
time not very distant moat telegraphic 
messages across the ocean* will be 
transmitted without cables. For abort 
distances we need a *wtrelesa' tele- 
phone, which requires no expert .op- 
erators. The greater the spaces to be 
bridged the more rational becomes 
communication without wires. The ca- 
ble IB not only an easily damaged and 
costly Instrument, but ft limits us In 
the speed of transmission by reason of 
a certain electrical property insepara- 
ble from its construction. A properly 
designed plant for effecting communi- 
cation without wires ought to have 
many times the working capacity of a 
cable, while it wiQ involve- incompara- 
bly less expense. Not a long time will 
pass, I believe, before communication 
by cable will become obsolete, for not 
only will signaling by this new method 
be quicker and cheaper, but also mnch 
safer. By using some new means for 
isolating the messages which I have 
contrived an almost perfect privacy 
can be secured." 


During a recent visit to Oberammer- 


gan Ida Shaper Hoiie witnessed the 
preparations for the decennial pres- 
entations of the Passion play and 
talked with the chief personages of 
the cast Of these she writes in the 
June Ladles' Home Journal: "The Ju- 
das of 1890, the painter and decorator, 
Johann Zwmk, because of Ms excellent 
Interpretation at that time and his un- 
changed appearance, plays the same 
role again this year. The youthful 
John of 1890 again assumes that role. 
Though now 29 years old he has retain- 
ed the fresh, youthful expression of 
ten years ago.

In 1880, as a child of 
5, and again in 1890 he took the part as 
one of the people. I called at bis hum- 
ble little home and was cordially re- 
ceived. The plain, meager, rude little 
living room was repellent In Its bare- 
ness. When the son ftnton, in brae 
overalls and Jean jacket, entered and 
smiled at me, I forgot the room. As 1 
looked Into tils face, seemingly as In- 
nocent and,sweet as e child's, yet 
showing tire strength and the charac- 
ter of the grown man, I think I experi- 
enced a feeling akin to that which the 
friends of tire lowly Jesus must have 
had as they came in contact with Mm 
In his early years, when they were aa 
yet unaware of his divine nature. 


"One would expect that a religious- 


ly imbued community, giving a play 
because of a religions vow, would seefe 
to make the entrance price as small as 
possible in order that all might come 
and learn. 


"But the people of Oberammergau, 


having learned the value of their pro- 
duction, seem nothing loath to combine 
religion with business. They charge, 
therefore, as much as the regular Ger- 
man theaters, the prices this year vary- 
ing from BO cents to $2.50. The ex- 
penses incurred by the village In pre- 
paring for this year's presentation ex- 
ceed $75,000. Yet the people hope to 
realize something for themselves from 
their work. 
One-third of what re- 


mains after the expenses are paid will 
be devoted to building a vault and 
chapel in the village burial place. The 
remaining- two-thirds wfll be divided 
among the players, among whom there 
will be at least one representative from 
each home in the village."

One pound notes were also produced 
by the same process from a sketch by 
Colonel Drew. 


The Issue of paper money became 


necessary at the end of February. Sil- 
ver "was scarce, and me natives were | 
hoarding gold. In addition to the pho- j 
tographic £1 notes, 10 shilling notes 
were printed by letterpress In green 
from 
a bloctc prepared by Colo- 


nel Drew and engraved by a Mr. 
Reisle, proprietor of the Mafeking hotel. 
These notes are also being eagerly 
sought by collectors.

SNAKE EXPERjMENTS. 


Prof. Goldhorn Seeking an Antitoxin j 


For Btte« of Polsonou» Reptile*. 
Interesting experiments having for, 


their object the discovery of an anti- 
toxin for snake bite or poison are being 
conducted at the Carnegie laboratory, 
connected with the Bellevue Medical 
college, says the New York Herald. 
The experiments'' have aroused great 
Interest among the students, but they 
are being conducted with the greatest 
secrecy, and It was not until the other 
day that the fact that such experi- 
ments were being made became known. 


Professor Goldhorn, who has full 


charge of the experiments, has procur- 
ed a collection of poisonous reptiles 
consisting of two enormous and very, 
venomous rattlers, a moccasin and a 
huge king snake 6 feet 4 inches la 
length. With these reptiles Professor 
Goldhorn has been experimenting for 
several weeks, Inoculating rats, ffebblta 
and frogs, and has watched carefully 
the effect of the venom of tho snakes 
on them. 


The experiments are fraught with 


great danger, as the animals if placed 
In the cages containing the reptiles 
would be immediately killed, whereas 
for the purposes of tbe experiments It 
is necessary to keep tbe animals alive 
BO as to watch tbe progress of the poi- 
son through their veins. 


Professor Goldhorn handles tbe small 


animals himself, holding them close to 
tbe cages, so that when tho snake 
strikes its prey the animal Is at once 
withdrawn. The effect of the poteon is 
then carefully watched, and If the ani- 
mal dies it is Immediately dissected 
and the course of the poison traced 
through its veins. Professor Goldhorn 
believes that by studying the coarse of 
the poison and the effect of the some 
poison injected into tbe body of the 
animal an antitoxin may be discovered 
which will make the bite of • snake 
absolutely harmless. Professor Gold- 
horn refused to discuss his experiments 
when seen recently. He said that he 
had not penetrated very deeply. 


An English specialist in 1890 an- 


nounced that he had discovered an an- 
titoxin for snake poisoning. He called 
It antivenene and declared that by Its 
use he could make the deadly bite of 
the cobra as harmless as toe scratch of 
a pin. Dr. Charles Slover Allen con- 
ducted similar experiments to the Car- 
negie laboratory In 1862, during the 
course of which he was bitten severely 
by one of the snakes.

Greenfield Talk 


The Greenfield correspondent of the 


Boston Globe has gathered the opinions 
of the two delegates from there to the 
national conventions, Dana Malone, 
republican and N. J. Lawler, democrat. 
He says: 


Mr. Malone IB a firm supporter of the 


national republican administration. In 
relation to the Philippines question he 
holds that President McKinley has met 
the situation admirably. "He has dealt 
with every problem in a statesmanlike 
way." Mr. Malone will heartily favor 
the nomination of John D. Long for 
vice president. For the platform Mr. 
Malone favors a plank for the regula- 
tion of trusts, no wavering on the 
Philippine question, the subduing at 
armed 
opposition, then broad and 


statesmanlike treatment by congress, 
giving to the people of the islands the 
benefit of American citizenship as soon 
as it is safe to do so, and the best of 
educational methods until the people 
are practically able to govern them- 
selves. He favors the construction of 
tho Nicaragua canal and its fortifica- 
tion by our government. 


His interview with Mr. Lawler was 


as follows: 


"I favor William Jennfngs Bryan as 


the democratic candidate for president. 
I believe that he can poll more votes 
than any other man that the democrats 
can nominate. 


"If George Fred WllH'ams were a 


candidate for vice president I should 
favor his nomination! for that offlw, 
because I should like to see the nomi- 
nation come to a Massachusetts man. 
I understand that Mr. Williams is not 
a candidate. 
Under the present con- 


ditions I favor the nomination of Ad- 
miral Dewey for vice president. 
He 


has stated that he is a democrat, and I 
think his nomination would add to the 
strength of the ticket 
I have no 


knowledge whether he would accept 
the nomination. 


"I think- we should practically reaf- 


firm the Chicago platform. 
We can't 


do anything1 else. If we changed it to 
suit the east we should lose in some 
other section more than we gained. 
Personally I would like to see the ques- 
tion of ratio dropped. I favor an in- 
come tax. 


"On the Philippine question I would 


have the United States get out of the 
islands as soon as possible. Holding 
them under the present policy means, 
in my judgment, a large standing army 
great expense, constant irritation and 
friction. We don't want the islands. 


"On the question of trusts, it seems 


to me that we have sufficient law to 
regulate trusts if the laws are e 
in good faith. The party in 
seems to favor the trusts that rob the 
peopla-"
